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A census-tive issue?

In the wake of the latest figures released by Statistics Canada—results of the first census 
in Canadian history to allow same-sex couples to stand up and be counted—there are 
three things that the gay community would be well advised to keep in mind. 


There are lies. 

There are damn lies. 

And there are statistics. 

In the beginning, of course, it is just a number: 34,200, to be precise. 


That, according to the latest census, is the number of gay couples living common-law in 
Canada. 


Put another way, that means there are 68,400 of us currently living together in various 
states of connubial bliss or, should you prefer, living together in a “state of sin’—our sinful 
state not reduced one iota, | assure you, by the fact that we are denied benefit of clergy by 
the very churches who would label living together without benefit of clergy as sinful. 


Put still another way, that means that in Canada, one in approximately every 200 couples 
is gay or lesbian. Or, if you like,a mere .5 percent of Canadian couples have homes that are 
tastefully lit naturally, without benefit of an interior designer. 


So, those are the numbers. And as you read them, rest assured that even as you take 
them in, someone is already hard at work weaving them into the lies we will have to fight 
until the next census rolls around. 


It is, for instance, just a matter of time until some bright light in the fundamentalist 
community or some leader in the Alliance Party insists—and points to StatsCan for 
support—that Canada’s total gay population is 68,400 and as such, is beneath notice. 


On the very day the stats were announced, in fact, the spanking new leader of Her 
Majesty’s Loyal Opposition proved just how important he thinks our 68,400 votes are by 
hurling smirking innuendo at Svend Robinson, proving conclusively that the Alliance Party 
learned absolutely nothing about the power of the gay vote even after the bitch-slapping 
Calgary Centre laid on them in the last election. 


It won't just be the anti-gay forces that abuse the numbers, of course.

For 34,200 couples in our midst, the opportunity to stand up and be counted outweighed 
the risks of same. 


And frankly, in checking that particular box on the census form, | think most of us did so 
in the belief that the number one—as in the decision of two of us to become one in the 
face of whatever opposition—was far more important than any total at which StatsCan 
might ultimately arrive. 


One thing of which | am certain, however, is that 34,200 is merely a starting point. 


In the years between now and the next census, we will hear that number often and we 
will see it bandied about in ways that will occasionally delight us, more often enrage us, | 
suspect. 


But if we are vigilant, it will never—indeed, must never—be used to hurt us. 


And just like there are lies, damn lies and statistics, we'll discover that that which doesn’t 
kill us will make us stronger. W

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Marriage—a costly proposal

As they sit together shelling mustard seeds 
on a wet Montréal Sunday afternoon, René 
LeBoeuf and Michael Hendricks would really 
like to know what all the fuss is about. When 
you look at them, these two seem just about as 
normal and domestic as you can get—together 
for close to thirty years, they've shared the 
same upper Plateau apartment for almost as 

long. They have a beautiful dog named Oscar 

and they're in the middle of a long-overdue 

bathroom reno. The difference between them 

and other couples is that they are also in the 

centre of a legal battle which could ultimately 

change the face of one of humankind’s oldest 

institutions, making it possible for men to 
marry other men and women to marry other women, allowing Canada to stand tall in the 
world community as a leader in respect to the rights of its citizens, regardless of their sexual 
orientation. But first the mustard seeds need shelling.

The legal battle began more than four years ago, in September 1998. And while court 
proceedings might not be everyone's idea of a romantic honeymoon, it did not deter René and 
Michael in the slightest. “We did it on purpose!” Michael exclaims. “We wanted to get the 
ball rolling in Canada and no one was doing it. This was not a priority for the national lobby. 
They didn’t want to do it,and so we did it.’ How did Michael pop the question? “In the begin- 
ning of ‘88, some lawyer brought a marriage case to court in Québec, an immigration case—a 
gay wanted to marry a gay and they would be immigrated like heterosexuals. Six months later, 
there were some polls that were positive [towards the issue]. Then the guy desisted because 
the couple fell apart, and | said to René, ‘Why don’t we get married?’ They say that fools rush 
in where angels fear to tread, and that’s what we did.” 
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Adds René, “After four years, almost five years, of doing this, let’s say we know a lot about 
lawyers, law, courtrooms, money.” Some may wonder why René and Michael go through the 
bother, since civil unions already afford gays and lesbians the same economic benefits of 
marriage. Michael explains. “Civil union gives us equal rights in all provincial family law, but it 
doesn’t give us the dignity of marriage. Why are these two adults in Québec not equal to 
those other two adults? To be seen as equal players in society, and not as delinquents and 
deviants, we have to have the same choices as everyone else.” 


Critics of gay marriage often decry the notion of mimicking a heterosexual institution, but 
perhaps it’s a cover for a lack of vision for the ways things could be. “People were laughing! 
Gay, straight, they were laughing. In ‘98! Like it was unbelievable; René explains. “The 
moment we went to trial, there were a lot of people on our bandwagon. We were alone 
[before that]. They didn’t expect us to go to trial.” 


Now, the couple stands among a diverse and committed group of allies, including the 
Lesbian Mothers Association of Québec, and various unions, including the Québec Teachers 
Federation and the Confederation of National Trade Unions. Even polls among the general 
population now show that a majority of Canadians favour the legalization of marriage for gays 
and lesbians, with Québec nearing the top of the list. Why? 


“We knew that here we'd have a better chance, because the population was amorphous. 
The Catholic Church collapsed—it’s a secular society, and no one takes very seriously the 
values of the past.” So along with the big push for free schooling and social medicine during 
Québec’s “Quiet Revolution” of the sixties following the death of Duplessis, and Trudeau's 
decriminalizing homosexuality in August 1969, gay rights began to get its foothold in Canada 
and Québec. 


On September 6th, 2002, Judge Lemelin of the Québec Superior Court ruled that not only 
the original law the couple had fought to overturn,Article 365 of the Québec Civil Code, was 
unconstitutional, so were two other federal laws—Section |.| of the Modernization Act and 
Section 5 of the Harmonization Act, which had both been legislated in the time since the first 
lawsuit was introduced four years earlier. All three laws stated in various terms that marriage 
was only meant to exist between a man and a woman. Now the federal government has a 
period of two years in which to appeal the decision, or change the law. Michael sees my confu- 
sion. 


“In Québec, by judicial deference, she’s allowing the parliament to legislate to correct the 
laws in question which are offensive to the Constitution and Article 15. Québec had already 
changed the Civil Union law, and what remains are the Modernization and Harmonization Acts 
They [the federal government] have to change them in two years, and if not, her judgement is 
executed. In other words, they’re dead on September 7th, 2004.” 


They tell me what it was like to be gay in Montréal in 1973, the year they met. “When | 
met him, his friends took pleasure in putting on dresses and wigs—big frightwigs—and then 
jumping out from behind snowbanks and frightening tourists,’ Michael laughs. “It’s true! A lot 
of fun. We had a lot of fun. It was a tie-dyed world.” In the three decades since then, they 
have seen the devastation of AIDS tear through many of their friends, and then the introduc- 
tion of treatments that took so long in coming. They've witnessed the legalization of civil 
unions allowing gays and lesbians the protection of provincial family law. They've marched in 
parades, been the subject of countless news stories and, through all of it, they have always 
known one constant: each other. Their legal fight has cost them thousands—every month for 
the next ten years, they must come up with the payment on the $20,000 loan they had to take 
out to finance this undertaking. But they're not complaining—when you're rewriting history 
in the name of love, you just do what you need to. And today that means making sure there's 
fresh mustard for Thanksgiving dinner. W

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Marriage is about much 
more than kids

What a dreadful, dreadful shock it must have been last week for all of those married 
couples to learn that, in the esteemed view of the Canadian government, their unions 
did not meet the “core, opposite-sex requirements of marriage.” And these “core, 
opposite-sex requirements?” Well, according to a Justice Department brief, they would 
be to give birth and to raise children. 


But before the more than two million childless Canadian couples out there crank 
up the Luther Vandross and try to achieve “core, opposite-sex requirements,” they 
should know that their government is clutching at straws here with this edict. It’s 
trying, with some apparent desperation, to come up with a challenge to the July 
Ontario Superior court ruling that stated banning gay and lesbian marriage is in viola- 
tion of the equality rights guarantees of the Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 


One must sympathize with government lawyer Roslyn Levine, who wrote the 
submission. Picture a woman surrounded with balled up pieces of yellow legal pad and 
a thought bubble over her head: “Hmm, given that love is accepted as the primary 
reason people marry, how can we keep gay couples, who also love one another, out of 
the marital equation? How can we keep it distinct?” 


And one can only imagine the resounding “Eureka” that must have accompanied her 
scripting of the line: “Historically and across major religions and cultures worldwide, 
the purpose of marriage has been the uniting of the two opposite sexes for the 
purpose of procreation, the raising of children from the marriage and companionship.” 


As an argument, it might—stress on might—have held water in 1902. But if this is 
all the government can marshal now to shoot down gay marriage, then it’s time to 
invest in businesses selling same-sex figurines for the top of wedding cakes. 


Clearly the word “procreation” is intended as the coup de grdce, implying as it does 
the presence of one penis and one vagina. The only problem is that thousands of 
heterosexual married couples are raising children who didn’t “procreate” them but 
rather adopted or used artificial insemination or hired a surrogate mother—all 
methods, by the way, that are available to, and exercised by, homosexual couples. 


One wonders how many married couples now feel like my editor who jokes that 
the government's definition has turned her 10-year marriage, one without children so 
far, into a gay union (but then they do have three cars, nice furniture and like to go out 
for brunch). 


Should her union be regarded as any less sacred, any less legal, than one with 
children? ‘Fraid so, according to Justice, whose questionable logic raises a raft of other 
questions: Does this “fundamental objective” of marriage now mean that we should 
ban the infertile from marrying? Should sperm count checks be set up at marriage 
licence bureaus? Should post-menopausal women be prohibited from walking down 
the aisle? 


Obviously not. There’s no question that the desire to procreate and raise children 
in a stable, loving home is a vital reason to marry. But to suggest that it’s the “funda- 
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mental objective” of marriage reveals a decided lack of understanding of marriage laws 
“historically and across major religions and cultures.” 


Indeed, these laws have been in constant flux over the centuries, most markedly as 
an echo of ever-evolving citizen rights. And it’s worth noting that many of these laws 
are now widely held to be repressive and discriminatory—those banning interracial 
marriage, for example, or the 18th century British common law of “coverture” which 
saw women absorbed into their husband’s legal persona. 


But acknowledging marriage as a shifting landscape isn’t going to help the federal 
government's appeal, one that could be quickly shot down by this question: lf marriage 
is no longer based on the exchange of property, if equality between the sexes is 
assumed, if it’s illegal to outlaw marriage between interracial couples, if procreation is 
no longer the sole purpose of a marriage and biology no longer destiny, and if marriage 
is justified by the happiness of the pair, then why shouldn't homosexual couples have 
the same entitlements as heterosexual couples to nourish stable commitments? 


It’s not as if the government isn’t already moving in that direction. Justice Minister 
Martin Cauchon readily admits it has shown commitment to same-sex equality by 
amending some 68 federal statutes to include gays and lesbians in everything from 
pension benefits to income-tax laws. 


But why stop there? Why not make marriage a civil privilege for couples—gay or 
straight—willing to make the commitment and play by the rules? (If the government 
wants to confer marriage with a distinct status, it need only eliminate the entitlements 
that have been heaped on common-law couples who chose not to.) 


There is one aspect of the government submission that can’t be quibbled with and 
that’s its claim that denying marriage to gays and lesbians is “nothing personal.” Indeed, 
gays and lesbians shouldn’t take the appeal personally: they should take it as a group, 
one that’s being discriminated against. But not for long, it’s safe to say, not unless the 
government can come up with a smarter case. W 
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INTERVIEW 


Candid conversation

At the time of this interview, Calgary 
Mayor Dave Bronconnier was at the start of 
his very busy 360th day in office. After 
_| meeting with a busload of schoolchildren and 

| pausing to share his thoughts with the 
mainstream media on a recent shortage of 
ambulances and drivers, His Worship sat 
| down with Outlooks’ Roy Heale and David 

Crosson to discuss his role as the mayor of 
| one of Canada’s most rapidly growing cities. 
With his one-year anniversary looming, 
Bronconnier reflected on the positive impact 
he feels he has had on Calgary, 
citing such achievements as 
committing to long-term infra- 
structure plans, retaining 
Enmax as a municipally owned 
corporate entity and hosting an 
uneventful G-8 summit while 
the world watched. What follows are his views on such topics as politics, Pride, tourism 
and the sometimes hazy issue of smoking bylaws.

Outlooks: Your predecessor, Mayor Al Duerr, was known as a “consensus builder” for his 
refusal to take on “divisive issues”; would you like the mark you leave on Calgary City Hall to 
be more leadership oriented? 


Bronconnier: | don’t know if | want to go down memory lane just yet because I’m only a 
year in the office and | hope to have many more! | think each person in a position has a 
different style; | worked with Al for nine years and | have a lot of respect for him—he really 
did work on building a consensus. That was his approach. | look sometimes and see that some 
of the challenges we face in this city involve more controversial issues. They will be divisive. 
| have worked hard trying to build a cohesive relationship with my council colleagues. 
Certainly, electing a new mayor who has a different style and a different approach brings in 
different personal dynamics. There will be a divergence of opinion depending upon the issue, 
but | think collectively we’ve come together and formed a team and that's starting to coalesce 
around a shared vision. You're starting to see that translate into infrastructure programs and 
the diversity programs that have received council support. Overall, no question about it, | 
think we're moving forward as a team. For example, the smoking bylaw: people wondered 
why | supported moving towards a smoke-free Calgary—which | do—but why | didn’t 
support the committee’s recommendation to have it done in ninety days. That’s for a very 
good reason. “Shoehorning” in a program in ninety days creates a divisive community; it 
doesn’t unify it. 


Outlooks: While we're on that topic, then, when the new smoking laws came into effect in 
Vancouver, several gay and lesbian businesses—which cater to a narrower, niche market clien- 
tele—were in danger of closing and some actually closed after smoking was banned. Do you 
have any concerns that a similar situation in 
Calgary could compromise the security of 
GLBT businesses here? 


Bronconnier: [This] probably won't affect 
this market group because generally gay and 
lesbian establishments are oriented towards § 
adults-only. In the phase-in period businesses 
are going to designate themselves smoking or 
non-, so if a facility is designated as smoking, you 
can’t have minors in there. That’s a choice. 
We're moving towards being a smoke-free city, 
so every business in the city is going to have to 
get ready for that. With the health 
hazards of smoking, it doesn’t matter 
if you're gay, straight, black or white; 
it’s a health issue for all of us. On 
balance, | think we’ve got something 
that’s workable.

Outlooks: Other “world-class” Canadian cities such as Toronto, Vancouver and, most 
notably, Montreal, have courted gay tourism spending by promoting key community events; 
some examples of this include the Vancover Pride Festival and Montreal's Black & Blue event. 
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Taking time out to address the media 
_ while welcoming world leaders at the 
G-8 Summit 


Would you consider such a tourism initiative for Calgary to promote, say, the only gay rodeo 
in Canada? 


Bronconnier: A world-class city really creates multiple factors—most people don’t say “1 
want to go to London or New York or other places because they have a good road system”; 
that’s generally not why they go there! They're attracted to tourism, something that Calgary 
has to offer whether it’s the gay and lesbian rodeo or whether it’s going skiing in the 
mountains. I’m a big fan of tourism. Period. Whether that’s focused or targeted tourism in 
the city, you have good economic value; you have people coming in and bringing net dollars to 
our community. If there is an area that needs more focus and attention, | think that should be 
directed through Tourism Calgary. If you think about what the Calgary region has to offer— 
it could be eco-tourism just as well as it could be a gay rodeo—we’ve got some great oppor- 
tunities to market that. The challenge has always been bringing people in different focus 
marketing approaches together and getting them to work on a cohesive basis and say “Let's 
market the entire package of events that happen”. Nobody wants to do that because every- 
body wants to stand alone and market their focused area. And | think they forget that the 
larger opportunity for the city—which is what I’m most interested in—is expanding our 
tourism marketing sector and working with diverse groups to promote the city. Because the 
reality is that we want people to come here, have a good time, spend their money and leave 
it here. That's the bottom line. 


Outlooks: If a group here in Calgary were willing to undertake such an initiative, how would 
you recommend they go about doing it, in terms of seeking funding and official support? 


Bronconnier: I’m here to promote tourism for the city—l’m not going after one specific 
market because that’s a focused marketing approach. | would really encourage them to get 
together with Tourism Calgary because that is their job, to promote tourism. | want us to 
promote more tourism. | want hotel rooms full. | mean, it’s great for the economy—it’s money 
from outside coming in. 


Outlooks: At many Pride festivities across the nation this year, including those in very 
conservative Maritime villages, official proclamations were made to recognize Pride Week and 
the rainbow flag was hoisted at many city halls; is such recognition a possibility in the city of 
Calgary? | know there was an official gay Pride proclamation issued way back in 1990. 


Bronconnier: And | don’t think there’s been anything since—if you ask my predecessor he'd 
say there’d never be another one issued again! [Laughs] 


Outlooks: So what are your thoughts, as the mayor of Calgary, about recognizing that 
cultural celebration in the same way we acknowledge, say, the dragon boat races or any other 
event? 


Bronconnier: To get right to the point, if the question is would | be opposed to a request 
for a proclamation the answer is no. Would | support it? Yes. I'd do a proclamation; that 
doesn’t concern me. | see it more as a human rights issue—| don’t get hung up on these 
“lifestyle choices” that people make. It’s not my choice, but do you know what? I’m not 
offended by it. As far as flying the flag the answer is no; it’s contrary to our flag policy. There’s 
a whole rigamarole—and | found this out when [beloved local anchor/sports personality] Ed 
Whelan passed away. You wouldn’t believe what | had to go through to fly those flags at half- 
staff; there is a whole protocol in place with government buildings and government flags. 


Outlooks: People who don’t know about that flag policy might automatically put that on 
you, so it’s good to know that this is practice and not prejudice. 


Bronconnier: We've got rules about [everything] How you continued opposite 
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have to put flags in the council chambers; | mean it goes on and on. 
There's a whole protocol process. Those poor commissioners have 
to follow the same regimented routine each and every day. Having said that, | support the 
human rights aspect of it [Pride]. As a member of council, | previously supported the exten- 
sion of benefits because that’s just the right thing to do.

Outlooks: | recall that in our questions to politicians during last year’s civic election 
campaign we asked about support for same-sex marriage and you indicated that you were in 
favour of extending some rights and privileges to common-law gay couples. Given some of 
the developments since that point in time, have your opinions on the subject changed at all? 


Bronconnier: | said before that | look at people who have different sexual orientation and 
say that the practice of discrimination is something | don’t support. | don’t believe in discrim- 
inating against a person based on sexual orientation, heritage, ethnic background or religious 
beliefs. Do | support same-sex marriage? No,| don’t. | don’t believe in trying to skirt issues; 
lll tell you exactly where | stand. 


Outlooks: You are widely known for being a strong family man and champion of family 
values; do you feel that this puts you at odds, at all, with the gay and lesbian citizens in your 
city? 

Bronconnier: | don’t think so. | don’t think it’s any of my business, quite candidly, what 
people do in their bedrooms or boardrooms. Unless it affects city hall or there is some 
reason for it, then it’s not a city hall issue. As it relates to employees of the city who happen 
to be gay, | support and will continue to support the benefits for same-sex couples. We recog- 
nize it from that aspect: that’s human rights; it’s the right thing to do. That's as far as | go. That's 
where | stand as an individual and | think it’s better to put that on the table than try to skirt 
the issue. W

Out across the great divide

Old guys downstairs, young ones 
upstairs—it’s one of the things | remember 
about my visits to Boyztown when | lived in 
Calgary. It wasn’t a clear-cut rule that this 
division had to occur, more like a natural 
(| phenomenon or unwritten code. Friends 
~{ and | used to stand around and joke about 
the “trolls” downstairs, the 
hideous creatures living in 
the dark depths. We'd 
almost be offended if one 
of them surfaced above 
ground level, like a lame 
animal that’s broken away from the pack—we’'d be ready to devour the stray, quietly 
amongst ourselves, with our crass wit. Most nights out we'd joke about the day when 
our time would come and we'd be banished to the “crypt”.

In Toronto, similar young vs. old divisions appear to exist, but on a different scale. 
A bigger city means more bars. There are the bars for the gym-bunnies, the cruising 
bars, the leather bars and, of course, the bars frequented by older men. Age may not 
necessarily determine your niche here but labels like “twink”, “daddy” and “bear” are 
just waiting to be thrown on you like a “Hello, My name is” sticker at a convention. 
And once again, older men seem to personify the fear of getting older in a culture 
obsessed with youth. 


When | moved to Toronto last fall | decided to join a group called Out and Out, an 
unconventional recreation group for Gays and Lesbians with over |,000 members. 
The club is called “Out and Out” because it’s for people who want to be “out of the 
closet and out in the country”. Living in the concrete jungle of this city, | was 
desperate to find some green space. But of course, | didn’t want to join a group that 
was for old guys. Heaven forbid. 


In the end | decided to take my chances and joined the group for a twenty 
kilometre hike in the lush wilderness of Ontario. | didn’t care if I’d end up being the 
youngest one there, | just wanted to meet some new people and enjoy the fall 
colours. On a beautiful Saturday | made my way to our meeting point, not knowing 
what to expect but open to the experience. 


The majority of the group was in their thirties or forties but there were also 
people, like me, in their mid-to-late twenties. Our group of twenty-five eager 
outdoorsy types began making its way along the narrow path, a canopy of red and 
auburn leaves providing shelter from the sun. | was going to be spending the next 
five hours traipsing through the middle of nowhere with a large group of unfamiliar 
people and | had no idea what to expect. What | got in the end was more than | could 
have bargained for. 


Among the dozens of new people | got to know,! met Robert Quimper. Picture a 
forty-nine-year-old, grey-haired, boisterous man—larger than life—and you've got 
Quimper. He's a talkative guy who freely speaks his mind and, at first, | wrote him 
off—not because I’m a total ass, but because | just couldn’t see us being friends. What 
would we have in common? 
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As our group walked along the trail an oncoming 
bike approached “Dykes! | mean, bikes coming!” yelled 
Quimper, “Oops, did | say that?” he joked. The straight 
married couple smiled at our group as they rode past. 
Robert had me in stitches. He was hilarious. 


It was Robert who approached me during that hike. 
He just strolled up and started chatting to me about nothing in particular. 
immediately struck by his genuine nature and was shocked when | realized he wasn’t 
hitting on me. Isn’t that what old guys do, prey on the young? Granted, I’m no spring 
chicken, but | certainly don’t have “mature male” written on my forehead. 


| was 


Our conversation started of like any other: what we do for work, who and if we're 
dating, why we came on the hike. | soon realized my initial assumption was right—we 
didn’t have a lot in common. Robert doesn’t go to the bars and he doesn’t believe in 
cell phones (how he survives is a mystery to me). He’s lived long enough to realize 
that, in the end, the most important thing about your mate should be their mind, not 
their body. He seems to have an amazing sense of perspective and |’ve actually begun 
to think about what life will be like for me when (are you ready for this?) | actually 
get older. 


The Out and Out hike was the beginning of a terrific friendship for me here in 
Toronto. Over the last year, Quimper and | got together every so often. We grab a 
coffee or go for dinner—activities that, like a Disney movie, seem to fall into the “all 
ages” category. We swap stories like enemies secretly meeting during battle, trading 
secrets about the “other side”. He came out in a time when holding hands in public 
would likely get you lynched, when bathhouse raids were a weekly occurrence and 
the only gay characters on television were Bo and Luke from Dukes of Hazzard—well, 
we'd like to think they were. 


Quimper moved to Toronto from Montréal over twenty years ago. He knows 
everyone. Walking down the gay strip with him is like being on a public relations stint 
with Miss America—way too much waving, hugging and kissing for my liking, but it’s a 
riot. Our Church St. strolls are like one big high school reunion that doesn’t seem 
to end. Robert and I often joke about the chatter we know goes on behind our 
backs. “Did you see that boy Robert is with?” Quimper will say, “he could be his son!” 
For the first time really, I’m on the other side of mocking-the-old-guy humour. Guess 
what? He’s a friend. It is possible, you know, for the young and old to merge. You 
can’t catch prime-timer-ness—you might even learn a few things and gain a new 
perspective. 


They say that with age comes wisdom. And | have to say that whomever “they” 
are, knew what they were talking about. As | grow older, and ponder those far off 
days of grey hair—or more likely no hair—I’m glad | stepped out of my comfort zone. 
Out and Out should add “Out of ageism” to their slogan. Heck, next time I’m in 
Calgary, | might actually have a drink downstairs at Boyztown. W

Pioneering the battle 
against HIV

Dr. Dick Smith, a gay Winnipeg physician 
who has long promoted HIV education and 
focused on gay men’s health, has the rare 
distinction of having attended what was 
probably the first medical meeting on HIV 
anywhere in the world. 


Smith was born in Kenya, lived his early life 
in Cairo, was educated in Britain and 
emigrated to Canada in 1972. He set up his 
own practice and gradually built up a gay clien- 
| tele, but he also travelled a lot, attending 
meetings in the San Francisco area to 
learn more about herpes and gay men’s 
health. 


“| was at a meeting on herpes when 
someone mentioned a new gay illness which 
involved enlarged lymph glands, anemia and low platelet counts,” he says. “Sometime 
around 1979 the San Francisco Medical Society held a meeting on the subject which | 
attended and that was the first serious symposium on HIV.”

Back then it was called Gay Related Immuno Deficiency, or GRID, and few people under- 
stood what caused it or how to treat it. 


After doing doctoring stints in Neepawa, Birtle and Shoal Lake, Smith set up a practice 
in Winnipeg and quickly became a leader in raising consciousness about gay health issues, 
as well as in the general fight to bring down walls of discrimination against the GLBT 
community. He readily admits homophobia was a problem in the medical profession back 
then and that’s one reason he preferred his own private practice rather than a group 
medical setting. 


In his own practice, he kept a sharp lookout for any patients with symptoms of what we 
now call HIV and by 1983, he found three men with the disease. All had lived in Toronto 
previously. Smith and others realized a serious problem had arrived in Winnipeg and he 
helped prepare pamphlets and develop a strategy to educate people. A Public Health 
Forum was organized at Happenings social club and the gay community itself paid to fly in 
speakers. 


Later, the Winnipeg Gay Community Health Centre was born to address sexual health 
issues. Outreach was done in bathhouses and pamphlets were printed. Another health 
forum was organized and Dr. Tom Waddell (founder of the Gay Games) was one of the 
speakers. 


“We knew HIV was here and we had issued public warnings, but it was a bit like a 
phoney war because we saw no one with actual AIDS symptoms in the first few years,” 
says Smith. “Some said we had been too alarmist but eventually, of course, we saw the 
AIDS cases all too often.” 


In 1987 Smith did a two-year internship in HIV at Toronto General Hospital to better 
prepare himself for the medical onslaught he knew was coming. 


Thanks to Smith and many others, a community clinic—Village Clinic—was eventually 
established in the late ‘80s to deal specifically with the growing problem as well as with 
other gay health issues. But many gay men feared being seen there, since it might be 
assumed they had AIDS. “I still saw many at my own nearby practice but gradually | 
persuaded them to seek help at the clinic,” says Smith. “They had a doctor and nurses and 
a counsellor.” 


Smith worked part-time at Village Clinic, but kept his own practice going. However, the 
clinic kept losing doctors and Smith eventually decided to sell his practice and spend all his 
time with the clinic. He is still there today and sees at least sixty HIV and AIDS patients, 
often working late into the evenings. 


Village Clinic has grown steadily, as has its HIV caseload. Smith firmly believes in a one- 
stop community-based treatment approach to HIV and says the universities are the main 
obstacle to putting all services under one roof. Currently, HIV patients can be treated at 
two Winnipeg hospitals or at Village Clinic, which is about to become the Nine Circles 
Community Health Centre. 


Says Smith: “The ideal situation would be to have a full service community-based HIV 
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clinic with all services under one roof and possibly a university-run clinic right next door. 
That would certainly improve communication and help us in research. It’s really crazy to 
be treating a chronic disease in hospitals and is much less efficient.” 


Smith has praised the approach taken in Calgary, which has a university-run clinic based 
in the community. “That is definitely the way to go with HIV treatment,” he says. “The 
university can learn from the community and vice versa. It has to be a team approach.” 


Just a few years ago, Smith regularly lost a dozen patients a year to AIDS. Today he sees 
no more than one or two deaths from the disease. “In the early days we only had AZT 
but now we have a much greater choice of drugs,” he says. “Il had one patient four years 
ago whose CD4 count—a measure of the immune system—had dropped to 0.5 and he 
had opportunistic infections. Today the same patient has a CD4 count of 600. It is really 
amazing. 


Smith has attended World AIDS conferences in Vancouver, Atlanta, Washington, South 
Africa, Stockholm, Florence, San Francisco and, this year, in Barcelona. 


“The good news this year is that everyone—politicians, scientists, doctors, drug compa- 
nies and economists—are finally agreed that everyone in the world with HIV ought to have 
access to the new drugs,” he says. “At the previous conference there was a feeling people 
should have the drugs, but now | think it has sunk in and everyone truly believes this must 
happen.” 


Smith is also encouraged by the new generations of existing classes of drugs, which may 
be more effective against drug-resistant HIV strains. He’s encouraged, too, by news of a 
completely new group of virus entry inhibitors and by drugs that act at different sites in 
the HIV cycle. Also encouraging is the prospect of an HIV vaccine that’s therapeutically 
effective. 


“On the downside, we have an ongoing problem with drug side-effects and with the 
whole question of wasting and the stigma attached to it,’ he says. “It’s also disheartening 
to hear that both young and older gay men are still practising unsafe sex without condoms. 
Too many people still think HIV is no big deal, but | assure you it is.” 


Smith has been one of the Winnipeg pioneers in fighting HIV and in educating people 
about it. He’s encouraged by the progress to date, but says it isn’t time to let our guard 
down. YW

fundraising efforts and, as a result, the organ- 
ization is in a better position than ever to 
assist in GLBT initiatives. Thanks to very 
generous donations from such groups as the 
Alberta Rockies Gay Rodeo association 
(ARGRA), Pride Calgary and the now-defunct 
Calgary Networking Club, and monies gener- 
ated by the Red Ribbon Community Walk, the 
“#1 2001-2002 funding cycle has been an impres- 
sive one. As well, the Outlooks 
Millennium Community Foundation 
MasterCard has seen an increase in 
both cardholders and spending 
activity, thanks to sign-up efforts at 

a number of high-profile community events in 
both British Columbia and Alberta. The program, made possible by MBNA Canada Bank, 
generates funds for the foundation by donating a portion of the proceeds that result from 
everyday use of the card, a system that does not draw money away from already estab- 
lished programs and fundraising events. 


The creative team behind the

Part of the mandate of the affinity program, as well as funding stipulations on money 
raised through the Red Ribbon Community Walk, requires that a portion of funds 
received must be funneled back into HIV/AIDS-related causes, programs and initiatives.

Small Change...Big Changes event, involving a benefit concert and gala co-produced with 
the Calgary Men’s Chorus. On Saturday, November 23, the CMC will present Love 
Changes Everything, an evening of song “‘book-ended” by cocktail receptions before and 
after the concert. The second reception will . 
also feature the Small Change...Big Changes 
silent auction, a hallmark of previous “piggy | 
parties”. This event marks the eighth year | 
that Small Change...Big Changes has raised } 
funds for the Southern Alberta Clinic, whose } 
clients are persons with HIV/AIDS and their 
families. Tickets for this event are available 
only through the Calgary Health Trust; call

Another project recently sponsored in } 
part by the OMCF was Téatro Berdache’s 
production of Quietly Overwhelmed, a play by 
Corrina Hodgson that ran at the Pumphouse 
Theatre in October. By all accounts, the run 
of the show is a successful one, with near- 
capacity audiences for most performances. 
Contributing to the production costs of 
qualifying GLBT theatre projects is just one } 
of the many ways the foundation helps to 
expand the scope and diversity of the 
community.

eligible to receive corporate sponsorships; improving or expanding existing community 
support services or organizations; and launching events or programs successful in single 
cities on a national or regional scale. 


With that in mind, the following is a list of suggestions for the type of eligible projects. 
If any one of them captures the attention of an individual or group within the community, 
the OMCF would encourage interested parties to submit a funding request. The list of 
potential projects is as follows. 


¢ Funds for a campaign to bring a major GLBT event to a specific city or region. Monies 
could be used to establish print materials, operations office or correspondence blitz. For 
example, tremendous organization, support and bid literature is required to catch the attention 
of bodies that govern such things as the Gay Games, GALA Choruses Festivals and other commu- 


nity-specific events that draw large numbers of GLBT tourists, participants and delegates. 


¢ Seed money to examine and promote the possibility of building a memorial honouring 


those lost to AIDS in a city, province or territory that does not yet have one. 


* Funding to launch and promote new and innovative AIDS awareness, education and 
prevention campaigns. This type of initiative could be national, regional or city-specific in scope 


and be conducted through various media. 


¢ New support or peer groups directed at specific sectors in the community, be they youth, 
health or identity oriented. Applicants should determine that a large enough demographic exists 


in order to justify the creation of such a group. 


As with all funding submissions, applications are reviewed on basis of their benefit to a 
specific or at-large community, sustainability, investment/results ratio and their chance of 
success in practical application.

Cocktails, anyone?

Outlooks: You are now the sole owner of 
Backlot; how many years has it taken to get to 
this point?

Outlooks: You started out with partners—would you recommend this as a way to get 
started in business? 


Schultz: | think there are good and bad points to having partners. A partnership is a 
partnership whether it’s a marriage or a business relationship—communication is key. And if 
you've got a couple of people running a business, it’s very important that you communicate 
on a regular basis. | think that it’s tough to have more than one person ina business and have 
the same direction, the same goals, the same ideas. My recommendation for someone getting 
into a business—any business—is that, if you don’t know what you're doing, then work for 
somebody for a couple of years. It’s foolish for someone to, say, open up a restaurant because 
they like going out for dinner—they’re two different things. It’s important to work in a 
business and know as many aspects as you can before you jump into it. 


Outlooks: What is the biggest misconception about being self-employed on this scale? 


Schultz: A big mistake that many people make is saying they want to own their own 
business because it seems “glamourous” and everything seems wonderful. [Laughs] I’m here 
all the time. You have to eat, sleep and breathe your business—and if you don’t love it, then 
don’t do it. 
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Outlooks: And you do love this business, don’t you? 


Schultz: Certainly. | love doing this. I've been in the bars on and off for ten years and | 
really love it; the socializing, in particular. | get to meet so many people | would never have 
met if | didn’t have that bar between them and me. And if | didn’t love [the socializing] | would 
hate to come into work. Every week | get two days off and on my first day back, | can hardly 
wait to get into work. That’s important, too, because if you enjoy it, that shows in everything 
you do. 


Outlooks: \s that also important when it comes to the type of people you hire? 


Schultz: I’ve been really lucky: | have great staff. Really, staffing is one of the hardest things 
in a business because, unless you're going to be there from open ‘til close seven days a week, 
you're going to have to entrust your vision of how you want customers treated to your staff. 
And if they don’t have the same basic idea as you then all your work is for naught; on the days 
when you're not around, they can run [your business] into the ground. You try to have staff 
who are very similar and who will run things the way you want when you're not around. 


Outlooks: Do you find that difficult to maintain? 


Schultz: Well, when | hire staff | tell them how | want things run and let them know that 
my expectation is that they'll be happy when they come into work. You know, if you’ve broken 
up with somebody or your house has just burned down and you need time to get over that, 
then take that time. You always have to be happy. 


Outlooks: What's the key to staying vital in the bar business? 


Schultz: Everybody serves the same drinks—everyone has their signature stuff—but, for 
the most part, everybody's the same. You could have a theme night or special event going on 
but, chances are, it’s been done before. What it really boils down to is the service that you 
give your customers. When people walk through the door, you make them feel comfortable, 
you greet them by name, you know what they drink and make them feel like they've come 
over to your house for a cocktail party. That's always been the way I've tried to run the bar. 
Touch wood, it’s always been successful. | always tell the boys: pretend it’s your cocktail 
party—and if it’s a s**ty cocktail party, no one’s going to come back for the next one! 
[Laughs] 

Outlooks: Has this ruined entertaining at home for you? 


Schultz: [Laughs] | used to be a really social person—and I’m still like that at work—but 
on my days off you're lucky if | answer the phone. I’m very fortunate to have friends with

Outlooks: With more mainstream acceptance of gays and lesbians, is it still important to 
maintain your identity as a gay business? 


Schultz: Certainly. I've had many conversations with people about the integration into 
straight society over the past couple of years, how our gay community should also be just a 
Calgary community. | agree with that, yet when it comes time for me to go out to a gay bar 
or restaurant with my partner, or whatever the case may be,! want it to be gay establishment. 
If gay businesses are going to survive and still give us those places to go, | think it’s important 
that we support them as a community. 


Outlooks: You're situated close to Boyztown, a large-scale dance bar—how has that been 
for you? 


Schultz: Going back to that community thing: being two doors down from Boyztown has 
been beneficial to me and beneficial to them. | know in the past, if one of us has run out of 
change or fruit or ice or whatever, we've been able to help each other out. I’ve had vandalism 
here and Boyztown people have been the first ones here with a drill and some wood to help 
get things fixed up. Boyztown has been amazing. If more gay businesses were to open up in 
this area it would be beneficial to all of us. If you look at [gay business districts in] bigger cities, 
you don’t have to go far; everything is within walking distance. 


Outlooks: Are you happy with the intimate nature of Backlot or would you like to see it 
expand into a bigger operation in future? 


Schultz: I’m really happy with the way it is now;! don’t think bigger is necessarily better. 
If | felt, down the road, that | wanted a different type of club then | would open one—whether 
it be a dance bar or drag queen show bar or whatever. Backlot has a feel to it and if | start 
making it bigger that would change the “flavour”. At this point, that’s not what I’m looking at. 


Outlooks: \s there anything else you'd like to add? 


Schultz: Well, it's been fun. I'd like to thank the gay community for supporting me in the 
past six years—and | hope | can continue to do that for the next sixteen. 


Outlooks: How about the next sixty?

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Festive philanthropy

A top will tell you that it’s always better 
to give than to receive, but during the 
festive season, and where underprivileged 
kids are concerned, that opinion is held by 
almost all of us. This year, several toy 
drives will take place in the Calgary area, 
spearheaded and conducted by members 
of the GLBT community. 2002 marks the 
six-year anniversary of Crowns For Kids, a 
project started by Ron Eberly (formerly 
Cardy) after being inspired by similar 
initiatives undertaken by the San Diego 
court. Last year, Her Imperial Sovereign 
Majesty Mz. Rhonda (Eberly’s regal alter- 
ego) graced the cover of Outlooks to 
launch the 2001 event; on November 
30th, Crowns For Kids will set its toy 
sleigh in motion with a kick-off show at 
The Verge starting at 10:30 p.m. From that point onward, drop-off boxes will be 
located at The Verge, the Rainbow Pride Resource Centre, Izo Bizo and Detour, and 
Eberly requests that only new, unwrapped toys be donated for the cause. As in 
previous years, members of the GLBT community will assist Mz. Rhonda in distrib- 
uting the gifts to needy families associated with such organizations as The Children’s 
Cottage, The Children’s Hospital, The Women’s Shelter, Ronald McDonald House and 
the Salvation Army Village for Children. Cash donations can be also made and will be 
used to purchase additional toys for the cause. 
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Another of Santa’s helpers, Richard Denney (who bears somewhat of a resem- 
blance!), will also re-launch his Toys for Tots campaign to assist the less fortunate 
during the holiday season. On December 8th, Denney will play host at a toy donation 
party at Money-Pennies from 3 p.m. to 7 p.m., and musicians Sarah Hamilton and 
David will be on hand to entertain the crowd. Money-Pennies will also serve as a 
drop-off point for toys after the 8th. 


Relatively new to the kids campaign scene, The Christmas Toy Chest is now 
entering its second year. Spearheaded by “Toy Boy”, this drive will accept donations 
at the Calgary Eagle up until the 22nd. of December. Organizers of the campaign 
have a “no clothes” policy when it comes to donations, and ask that toys be suitable 
for recipients from infancy through age seventeen. Submissions of gift paper and tags 
are also welcome to assist Toy Boy and helpers in their wrapping efforts.

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OUTPOST VANCOUVER = 


We’re here, we’re queer, 
we’re elderly!

It was a modest Pride celebration by any 
standard—a few cookies, some coffee and a 
Rainbow Flag—and it passed with little 
fanfare. 


But the participants were quietly making 
history by raising the colours and celebrating 
Pride a most unlikely setting—a Vancouver 
senior citizens’ centre. A world away from 
the boisterous parade, the throbbing trance 
music and the hard-bodied bar boys, a handful 
of the elderly were claiming their place in the 

gay community. It was a rare sign that 
the queer culture may be preparing to 
face its worst nightmare: getting old.

: : = to the idea, and also perhaps, to let 
closeted aging and older people know that there are other ones around. It’s slow but it’s 
happening,’ says Chris Morrissey from her sixth floor office in the heart of Vancouver’s 
Davie Village. Morrissey is coordinator of the Generations Project, a groundbreaking 
venture that’s bringing a grey revolution to the gay community. 


If being old and grey is tough; being old and gay is a killer. Aging homosexuals face a 
unique array of health and emotional problems, from isolation and loneliness to outright 
prejudice from the very institutions that are supposed to care for them: nursing homes, 
hospitals and clinics. While older heterosex- 
uals typically enjoy the support and respect 
of children and grandchildren, a youth- 
obsessed gay community often shuns its 
older members. Our senior citizens are at 
best invisible, at worst, victims of 
homophobia. 


“There’s a lot more of us now who are 
out and visible, who are aging and who have 
concerns about what life is going to be like 
for us as we get even older,” says Morrissey, 
adding that many older gays and lesbians 
remain hidden. Today’s seniors grew up long 
before Stonewall, gay liberation and Pierre 
Trudeau’s declaration that the state has no 
place in the bedrooms of the nation. As a 
result, older gays view the world in a much 
different way. 
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“Given their history and the time that 
they lived through, they’ve probably had to 
be very closeted, so when they come to a 
point where they need to receive age 
related services, they continue to be 
closeted,” Morrissey says. 
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The Generations Project is reaching out 
to those people, letting the world know they 
exist and underscoring their pressing needs. 
They're sending the message to seniors’ 
organizations, health care providers and the 
gay community. They’re hoping to break the 
barriers that block older gays from the 
support they need to improve their health 
and their quality of life. They want to more 
access to assessment, referral, counselling 
and therapy. And they want people inside 
and outside the community to acknowledge 
that many of Canada’s senior citizens are 
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lesbian and gay, and they deserve the same acceptance and respect as the rest of us. 


“| think it’s really sad that if people get to the end of [their] lives...[they] end up having 
to be closeted. | want to be able to do it in a way that’s whole and healing. | think it 
really has to be hard and painful for people who don’t have that opportunity,’ she says. 


Achieving that freedom is very difficult for gay seniors, given our puritanical views on 
sex and the elderly. 


“Old people are seen to be asexual,’ says Morrissey. “People don’t expect that 
somebody in their seventies or eighties is going to be gay or lesbian or [transsexual]. | 
don’t know what they think happens to us—that we just disappear, or fall off the face of 
the earth or something” 


It’s true that many Canadians would just as soon not deal with the issue of getting old, 
and nowhere is the denial and discrimination more evident than right in our own commu- 
nities. 

“Certainly, | see that a lot more in the gay men’s community, because it is a very youth 


oriented culture; once you get past your late twenties, where do you go? You don’t fit 
anymore,’ Morrissey states. 


Is there a place for older people in a culture fuelled by fashion, glamour, beauty and 
endless parties? Will our brand of diversity ever include senior citizens? 
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There are some hopeful signs. “Generations” is already promoting activities that build 
bridges between young and old. One of the most visible has been the post parade 
Generations Pride Dance. A mentoring program, which will ey to match seniors with 
young people, is also being developed. 


Other efforts are bearing fruit, as well. At Vancouver’s 41 | Seniors Centre, there’s new 
attitude toward older gays. Vancouver’s Gay and Lesbian Choir have been invited to 
perform. Films and videos like Living With Pride are screened and discussed. And all of the 
new gay friendly events are openly publicized in the centre’s regular newsletter. 


Morrissey continues to work with care providers and others who deliver health 
services to seniors. And Family Services of Greater Vancouver, a project partner, is 
offering a beefed-up counselling program to help older people cope with difficult issues. 


“It could be someone who’s coming out at sixty, or someone who’s struggling with 
family issues, wanting to come out,’ observes Morrissey. 


As baby boomers march steadily toward retirement, the ranks of gay senior citizens 
will continue to grow, and the groundwork being laid in Vancouver could benefit many. 
That’s good news for everyone. After all, none of us is getting any younger. W

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Hard-hitting facts

Do you want a relationship based on love and respect or fear and obligation? 


We need hardly struggle over the answer, and yet fear and obligation are the sure 
consequences of abusive behaviour in life partnerships. 


Abuse in family relationships is the attempt to control or dominate another family 
member by emotional, physical, sexual or financial means. Although family violence was 
discussed much in the Victorian period, it was never a significant part of twentieth-century 
consciousness or debate until a group of women in 1973 in London, England, forced into 
the public realm what men had held to be the private business of heterosexual family 
relationships. Since then, much has been learned about working with the problem of 
family violence and much achieved in the way of services to help those who abuse and 
those who are victimized. 


During the 1980s, the lesbian community began asking questions of itself about the 
issue of family violence in lesbian relationships. Perhaps not surprisingly, since the model 
for coupleship unconsciously derives from the dominant culture of “compulsory hetero- 
sexuality,’ research revealed the incidence of abuse to be similar to the twenty-five to 
thirty-three percent that is experienced in heterosexual relationships. Since then, 
progress has been made by the lesbian community to raise awareness of the issues, 
develop programs and counselling modalities for those who abuse and those who are 
victimized. Many mainstream shelters have developed pro-lesbian protocols to offer safe 
refuge for those in need. 


The gay male community has been somewhat slower to deal with these same issues. 
In part, this is because the energy of the gay male community was marshaled to deal with 
the homophobic backlash unleashed out of the HIV/AIDS epidemic and the enormous 
resources—emotional, spiritual, mental, and physical—the community needed to cope 
with its consequences. In part, too, are the particular consequences of being raised in a 
misguided masculinist culture that says men should stand up for themselves: “Be tough!” 
“Fight back!” “Don’t complain!” Nor is the act of dialing 91 | for help made without some

feelings of fear or shame. 


But times are changing. The gay community is declaring itself ready to deal with these 
issues. A working committee named V.I.G.G.R. (Violence In Gay Male Relationships), 
dedicated to supporting the community, was formed during this year. It has begun actively 
laying the groundwork for resource development in Calgary. 


In a recent survey of the community, conducted by V.I.G.G.R., the reported incidence 
of abuse in intimate partnerships was thirty-six percent, just slightly higher than the abuse 
in heterosexual relationships. This clearly indicates the need for program development. 
The respondents, too, confirmed this need: sixty-nine percent of those surveyed said they 
thought the problem of abuse “significant” in gay relationships. The types of services in 
the study covered twenty-one items. Although all services were indicated as needed, at 
the top of the respondents’ list was Counselling, Education, Call Centre, Safe 
House/Shelter, in that order. 


While the task of what needs to be done appears challenging, a hopeful sign that 
emerged from the survey was that forty-eight percent of those who reported abuse 
sought counselling of some sort: individual, group, or couples. Whether counselling 
approaches currently available meet the specific needs of gay male abuse victims and 
those who abuse is not clear. The education required needs to be not simply something 
provided to the community, but also provided by the community to established and 
potential support providers. 


V.1.G.G.R. intends to remain active in facilitating education and support development in 
consultation with the community and service providers. Fundamentally this project is 
about supporting those who are in the very human place of wanting tender, caring, 
nurturing intimacy. So the question remains central: Do you want a relationship based on 
love and respect, or fear and obligation?

Mayor Murray —again!

Glen Murray won a second term as 
_| Winnipeg's mayor in civic polling Oct. 23, but 
| not by the landslide some had been predicting. 
At one time in the campaign, polls suggested 
Murray, who is openly gay, had the backing of 
seventy-four percent of electors, but he won 
| with 103,457 votes, or just 50.63 percent of 
those cast. 


The biggest surprise was that populist Al 

Golden, who only entered the race a 

month before voting, garnered 76,749 

votes, or 37.5 percent of those cast. 

Golden was convicted of tax evasion two 

years ago and was forced off city council, 
where he had sat for a dozen years. Golden 
ferociously attacked Murray's record, calling him a dictator and promising to restore democ- 
racy to city hall and to fire what he called “Murray's spin doctors”, who he estimated were 
costing taxpayers over $2 million a year.

There is no question Golden, a businessman, added much pep to what had originally been 
a very dull campaign. The only serious contender to Murray had been Councillor Garth Steek, 
but he withdrew in September, claiming he had no chance against Murray. 


Murray ran a positive campaign, refusing to join in the mudslinging and focusing on his plans 
for downtown renewal and a property tax cut of 8.3 percent. He also claims to have cut city 
debt by a third. But his critics say he holds too many closed-door meetings and further charge 
that police and fire protection has been weakened in his four-year term. 


Murray says he hopes to represent all the people, including those who voted against him. 
He also says he will take note of the criticism that he is too secretive and elitist. He says he 
wants to finish the job he started four years ago and complete his promise of a ten percent 
cut in property taxes. He is also publicly in favour of a total smoking ban in public places, 
including bars. That position is likely to cause considerable trouble with the hospitality 
industry—hotel owners are already fighting the city in court over increased property tax 
assessments, which they consider outrageous. 


In an interview with Outlooks prior to his election as mayor, Murray said he hopes to finish 
the job he started in 1998, focusing on regeneration of the downtown and accessing more 
federal and provincial money for reconstruction in old neighbourhoods. 


“We have new businesses downtown and the technology campus for Red River College, 
but we have a lot more to do”, he said. “In the next four years you will see more emphasis 
on new housing downtown. Young people enjoy being downtown and we are faced with the 
retired baby boomers who want to move into lofts or condos where they're closer to theatre, 
movies, restaurants and bars. You'll see some exciting redevelopment of historic properties. 
Developers are showing far more interest in these projects than four years ago.” 


Murray expects a major downtown housing initiative to ramp up from around $17 million 
to $60 million as the province and Ottawa show renewed interest in housing regeneration. 


He says another focus will be on improving safety downtown and on providing more 
resources for police, firefighters and paramedics. Fears about downtown safety—with drunks, 
drug users, aggressive panhandlers and hookers in plentiful supply—have deterred many from 
even considering living there. Murray says progress has been made in cleaning up these 
problems, but the police will be getting more money and personnel to help them do the job. 


Murray is also working closely with other mayors to persuade provincial governments and 
Ottawa in particular to start investing some of the taxes they collect in cities into their infra- 
structure. Paul Martin has already made helpful noises on the subject. 


Murray dropped property taxes by 8.3 percent during his first term and says it’s insane to 
expect all city services and infrastructure to be financed on the backs of homeowners. 


“Winnipeggers pay roughly $7.2 billion in various taxes but the city gets only six percent of 
those,” he says. “The province ends up with forty-four percent and Ottawa gets fifty percent. 
It’s very frustrating and cities need a fairer deal.” 


He points to Calgary, which collects up to $95 million in gasoline taxes. Winnipeg gets 
nothing from gasoline sales. It has also been turned down for a special city tax on hotel 
rooms:The most frustrating part of my job is having to operate on a shoestring budget when 
so much tax money is sucked out of the city,’ he says. “Ottawa collects over four billion 
dollars in gas taxes and we think some of that should be spent to help us renew our streets, 
highways and transit system.” 
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As evidence of the merits of such federal spending, he points to the Transportation Equity 
Act in the US. “The federal government there has invested huge amounts in the transporta- 
tion system and it benefits the entire economy,’ Murray says. “Some of our highways are so 
bad that truckers crossing Canada go across the U.S. border because the roads are so much 
better. We are losing out because of this lack of investment in roads.” 


Murray says the best part of his job is the chance to meet people from all walks of life. The 
worst part is the constant criticism of his words and ideas or what he calls “being other- 
defined”: 


“| will be happy the day | wake up to go to a normal job and don’t have to read about myself 
in the paper every day. Some articles are really unfair and based on someone else’s percep- 
tion of who | am. Others may be too flattering and they have no relation to reality either. You 
learn to live with it, but it will be nice when | no longer have to read such stuff” W

It goes without 
saying that a chat 
program is only ever as 
good as its host. And, [9 
love him or hate him, @ 
one has to admit that, 
in that role, Canadian 
playwright Brad Fraser | 
is the right man for the 
job on the PrideVision- 
produced Jawbreaker. 
Part talk show, part 
panel discussion, the 
project is new to the 
network’s roster of 
original programming this season, and allows its guests to literally broadcast their 
opinions on a variety of subjects in front of the viewing public. 


Given the nature of Canadian celebrities (gay or otherwise), at the top of each 
episode Fraser sensibly gets himself and the audience acquainted with the fame and 
feats of each week’s three-person panel before heading into the debate. At turns 
bitchy and benevolent, as the ringmaster of the operation Fraser seems to possess 
the enviable ability to keep the ball in the air no matter what the circumstances. On 
one episode entitled “Rebel Yell”, the Jawbreaker panel consisted of man-whore/writer 
Gerald Hannon, maritime fiddler-diddler Ashley Mclsaac and notorious prom queen 
(Fraser’s words) Marc Hall. Despite Hannon’s soft-spoken demeanor, Mclsaac’s 
appetite for pot and Hall’s apparent inexperience in front of anything other than a 
news camera, Fraser still managed to generate and guide a discussion on rebels and 
rebellion that was, if not lively, at least interesting. 


Another installment, which dealt with the cultural 
differences between gay man and lesbians, offered 
more of what viewers can likely expect from (and 
| appreciate in) Jawbreaker. Panelists Maggie Cassella 
(comedian and host of Because | Said So), Deb Pearce 
(drag king/comedian) and Keith Cole (performer and 
extremely gay man) sparked a lively debate about 
male-female relations in the “commu- 
nity” that ran the gamut from drag 
culture and circuit-boy snobbery to 
parallels between the AIDS crisis and 

breast cancer issues. In the company of such kicky 
guests, Fraser was clearly in his element. This episode was reminiscent of the early 
days of Politically Incorrect with Bill Maher, when the enthusiasm generated by the 
conversation had guests shouting and talking over top of one another. Of course, this 
being a Canadian production (yes, | know Maggie Cassella is technically an American) 
there was a certain sense of order to the proceedings—something our neighbours 
to the south might find wise to explore from time to time. The end result? A fun 
forty-nine minutes that flew by far too quickly. 


Jawbreaker host Brad

From first glance, it’s obvious that Jawbreaker is a low-buck production, although 
given the very nature of the program, that rawness tends to work in its favour. 
Clearly the producers felt that the shaw had to succeed on a solid combination of 
“hearts ‘n’ smarts” rather than exorbitant production values. And, given the right 
“recipe” of guests, it certainly does. Brad Fraser may be the constant denominator, 
but he is anything but common when it comes to moving a discussion—and 
viewer—from A to Z. Like its namesake, Jawbreaker is more worthy of a slow savour 
than a quick swallow—check it out and see if it fits your viewing tastes. W

Gender wars

hormones or your surgi- 
cally altered body parts. 
There is a Gender War 
going on, and the battle- 
ground is anywhere that 
differently gendered people 


meet. The actual war, 
however, may be taking 
place inside our sweet 


transgendered hearts. 


A lofty she-male, lips 
dripping in gloss, tits and 
hips pumped to outrageous 
proportions, and an old- 


school drag diva with 
make-up like Streisand and 
Bette Davis attitude 


encounter each other in a 
club. Psychological sparks 
are bound to start flying. 
Hopefully the stilettos 
don’t have to come off. 


As this clash rages on 
and on, more people are 
exploring the many ways in 
which they can live tranny lifestyles: M2F’s; F2M’s; girlboys;boygirls; people who haven't 
decided which gender they are; drag queens; drag kings; transvestites; heterosexual cross- 
dressers; transies who have chosen not to transition; she-males; sex changes; and, thank- 
fully, people | don’t know how to categorize, like performance artist Kevin Aviance and 
NYC's silicone sweetheart, Amanda Lepore. (And just what do you call Marilyn Manson 
on the cover of that album?!) Well, soon we're going to need our own flag just so we 
can celebrate our diversity. Or will we? 


If you’re transgendered, this rich tapestry of gender expression can be a bit daunting. 
Our community is so often permeated with an attitude of “Yeah, but I’m not like them.” 


If there is really a Gender War going on, then heterosexual cross-dressers, who 
occasionally don lashes and work a sashay, might be the weekend warriors. They catch 
a lot of shade from she-males, full-time transsexuals and others in the t-community 
because their mannerisms are often less femme and they have more trouble passing. | 
hear them being referred to as “just a cross-dresser”. As if living a heterosexual lifestyle 
with two genders is somehow easy? Ouch! 


Cross-dressers might think that transsexuals go too far by living full time “in face”. 
They querie:“Who wouldn’t want to be able to live as both sexes?” Sure, they get read 
for putting on lipstick and a push-up bra to go home and f*** their wives. But they can 
be quick to say, “At least I’m not gay!” 


The Gender War wouldn’t be a battle royale without some queens. Certain drag 
performers love to proclaim that putting on sequins and false lashes is “just a job” As 
opposed to what? A shameful lifestyle choice? Last time | checked, honey, no one was 
getting rich moving their lips to other women’s songs. 


Drag queens rarely mix with drag kings. They usually work in different bars. Rarely 
do M2F’s sit down for an afternoon tea and crackers with F2M’s. 


Time and again, F2M’s are so passable with their beards, testosterone produced 
muscles or bald spots that they cannot even recognize each other well enough to 
organize themselves. 


Too frequently, M2F full-time transsexuals, with their hormone-enhanced boobies and 
their silicone bottoms, think that cross-dressers and drag queens are envious of their 
full-time status as women. What a notion! Imagine Montréal’s Madame Simone at the 
grocer, at the bank, strolling through Parc LaFontaine on a sunny afternoon, with lashes 
made of tin foil and a miniature Eiffel tower on her head! 


She-males join the fray! Some of these sexy mama he-shes think sex changes have 
gone crazy from too many hormones for “chopping it off” —eewwwww, how | hate that 
expression. 


Post-operative t-girls parry by proclaiming they are better than she-males because 
apparently their surgically constructed neo-vaginas make them ‘more real’. Moreover, 
the sex changed girls who pass as genetic females often don’t want to hang out with 
other transies who might give them away. After all, many of these girls never wanted to 
be part of the TSTG community. They wanted to be women. Sigh... 


The ones who don’t pass are sometimes subjected to disdain from the t-community, 
because they have pussies and still look like men. So someone says, “I knew this girl who 
sex changed herself. Now she looks like a man, so she’s f***ed!” Meow!

A little adversity may be good if it helps us all decide how we want to identify, but we 
don’t need a Gender War. I'd like to believe that we are more alike than unlike. After 
all, 'd be willing to bet my implants that the most flawless sex change out there has done 
her fiercest Whitney lip sync in the mirror a few times, and the drag diva who claims it’s 
just a job truly revels in her chance to be a beautiful glamourous woman.

few moments to talk to Outlooks about his book. 


Outlooks: Your flexible schedule as a professor allows you to spend time working on 
some projects. One of which is the recently published, Breaking Out: The Complete Guide to 
Building and Enhancing a Positive Gay Identity for Men and Women. Tell me about that... 


Dr. Alderson: Yes. Let me also mention that | have been a practicing psychologist since 
1986. Now I’m a professor, but | still practice two nights a week. | don’t let myself get rusty 
in my counselling skills. | always wanted to be a psychologist who can speak from experi- 
ence, theory and research. Breaking Out is a culmination of my first forty-five years of life. 
| couldn’t have written it and done a good job of it at any previous time. And I’ve also been 
on a path toward developing my own positive gay identity. | was a late bloomer—I came 
out in February of 1993. So | had a lot of learning to do and had to rearrange my thoughts

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in a number of areas. Breaking Out is a book that | wish | could have read when | came out. 
In fact, now that it’s out | realize that no one of us has attained everything that Breaking Out 
is capable of bringing us to. So even | can learn from my very own book. In some ways, it’s 
an ideal place to have a positive gay identity, but it’s another thing to enhance it, wherever 
you are. So if | apply more of what | wrote then | will even grow in my positive gay identity. 


Outlooks: So this book can be applied to anyone, regardless of the stage of the person? 
For people who are about to come out, or for those who have been out for awhile and are 
still trying to deal with the ramifications of their new identity—this book is for all of those 
people? 

Dr. Alderson: Yes, and it’s even for people who are still questioning their sexuality. 
| have a number of appendices in the book and one asks the question, “Am | gay?” or “How 
do | know if I’m gay?” Lots of young people are in turmoil to varying degrees over that 
question. Many people in contemporary Canadian society are even prolonging their identity 
label. They are saving that for a later time, and | think that is actually a very good thing. 
Giving yourself a label of “questioning”, which is non-fixed, allows you to change it later 
when you feel that it is the right time. 


Outlooks: The book is about enhancing and attaining a “positive gay identity”; what 
exactly does this refer to and encompass? 


Dr. Alderson: To answer that question, | will give you the definition | used when | wrote 
my first book, Beyond Coming Out. It’s a comprehensive definition and fits very nicely: 
“Individuals who have attained a positive gay identity have developed a high self-regard for 
themselves as gay persons. They view their gay status as equal to straight status. If given 
the choice, they would not prefer to be straight over gay. They have come to value their 
uniqueness and the richness of life that comes from being themselves. They have integrated 
their gay identity with their other identities. And having accomplished this, they are out in 
most areas of their lives, wherever and whenever it is not highly disadvantageous to do so. 
They have largely overcome their own internalized homophobia which frees them to fully 
love others of the same gender.’ That is a succinct definition of positive gay identity. On 
the conscious plane, the first indicator of having a positive gay identity is,““Does the person 
like themselves as a gay person?” But that’s only on the surface plane. There’s an analogy 
that the subconscious mind is like as an iceberg below the surface. It can be a whole 
different story at a deeper level. So someone can like themselves as gay but still find, in so 
many ways, that they are not living as positive gay individuals whether they are male or 
female. One of the places where it is sharply noticed is that person’s ability to connect and 
fall in love with someone of the same gender. A lot of gay people struggle with relation- 
ships tremendously, and many times underlying their struggle is that they haven't done the 
necessary inner work to truly believe some of what's in that definition of positive gay 
identity. 

Outlooks: Now can you briefly touch on how the book allows people to improve and 
enhance a positive gay identity? 

Dr. Alderson: Let me talk as a psychologist for a minute. One of the most respected 
techniques of helping people change is called cognitive behavior therapy. The whole book 
is based on this therapy. Another aspect is that the book is a self-help book, so anyone who 
is gay, lesbian, or questioning at any age can pick up the book and get something out of it 
right away. It takes them through step-by-step how to develop the various aspects that 
comprise a positive gay identity. It is also based on my thorough knowledge of this area 
which | have been studying for seven years. It is based on a combination of the best of what 
we know of self-help psychology, which is cognitive-behavioral, and the best of what we 
know about gay identity. Now it is interlocking those pieces together and thus creating the 
book Breaking Out. 


Outlooks: It sounds like a comprehensive book and very interesting. Where can we get 
a copy? 


Dr. Alderson: Chapters, Pages in Kensington, Women’s Place Bookstore and, in a few 
months, throughout other countries as well. 
You can also order the book online through 
www.chapters.ca and www.amazon.ca. 
The book is inspirational, spiritual, and 
extremely hopeful. My hope and expectation 
is that it will touch your life and help you grow 
as a gay person. That's what my ultimate desire 
is for this book. W

There is a fine line between art and 
pornography. Okay, perhaps it’s not such a 
fine line, but for argument sake (and there 
are many on the subject) and in the interest 


of cultural preservation, let’s just run with 
that notion. One individual who certainly 
won’t contradict this is Thomas Waugh, the 
man whose hands brought the book 
Out/Lines: Underground Gay Graphics from 
Before Stonewall to life. 


You see, before there was Queer As Folk, 
abundantly pierced heteros and eight-year- 
old children using the phrase “Don’t go 
there, girlfriend”, the world was not the 
most hospitable place for those beyond the 
borders of breeder-dom. Make no mistake: 
despite arcane liquor laws, gaybashing and a 
Christian crusader with a taste for OJ. (the 
drink, not the “alleged” murderer) gay men 
did have a great deal of fun. But it was 
behind closed doors. Up a flight of stairs. 
Accessed through a back alley. After 
uttering a password. Before Blueboy and its 
bawdy brethren were widely available on 
the newsstand at local 7-1 1s, gay men had 
to make do with the crudest (in every 
sense of the word) erotic visuals the under- 
ground “pink” market and tracing paper 
could provide. Overtly homosexual images 
were harder to come by than leftovers at 
Rush Limbaugh’s house—or a sense of, 
ahem, “brotherly love” at a Canadian 
Alliance convention. Yes, times were hard 
and so were the homos—provided they 
could get their hands (or at least one) on 
some decently drawn sodomite smut. The 
poor dears, if only they had been granted 
access to the volume of masturbatory 
masterpieces Mr. Waugh gathered for 
Out/Lines.

Compiled over years of searching and 
sourcing in what were sometimes odd 
places (a Canadian actor’s private stash 
among them), the author's collection runs 
the gamut from naive line drawings through 
to the work of such masters as Tom of 
Finland and the ever-naughty Etienne, to 
name only a few. VVaugh discovered this 
wealth of material, a collection which 
ranges in media from pencil and ink 
sketches to chalk works and _ paintings, 
while researching and gathering images for 
his 1996 release, Hard to Imagine: Gay Male 
Eroticism in Photography and Film from their 
Beginnings to Stonewall. 


In this volume, Waugh has catalogued his 
bounty with a keen eye and more-than- 
evident glee, and his enthusiasm for the 
subject is remarkably infectious. From the 
charming and informative forward to the 
often humourous notations at the bottom 
of each plate, this author demonstrates 
handily why such material is both relevant 
and valuable as an historical component to 
our collective cultural identity. VWhether 
they are eight-page quasi-legitimate 
“Tijuana Bibles” (small, inexpensive 
booklets that occasionally featured gay 
subplots) or shabbily drawn—and often 
acrobatic—line drawings passed surrepti- 
tiously from man to man, all of Out/Lines’ 
visuals possess a special kind of charm. The 
work of Mike Miksche, better known by his 
pen-names Scott or Steve Masters, often 
gives a nod to his professional life as a 
commercial artist in the New York depart- 


ment store advertising network. 
Stylistically, some of “Master’s” work seems 
almost to have leaped from the pages of a 
particularly strange edition of Country Life 
magazine or Harper’s Bazaar. Needless to 
say, it's a wonderful slice, or sheet, of 
historic gay Americana. 


The images themselves, though quite raw 
in many cases, are reproduced with loving 
attention to detail, even through the haze of 
multiple-generation copying. Waugh is 
rather like a demented DeMille, assembling 
an epic cast of beefcake and bikers, soldiers 
and sailors for our viewing pleasure. The 
fact that such material was perfected at the 
time of its creation—and still a bit raunchy 
by some standards, even today—makes the 
whole effort all that more delicious. 


It’s doubtful that any one of us would 
want to relive life inside the confines of a 
big, dark closet. However, in granting an 
opportunity to revisit that world from a 
more advanced place in history, Thomas 
Waugh has helped the readers of Out/Lines 
understand—and truly appreciate—just 
how far we have come. You can take that 
last word any way you like...

To your health...

Imagine this: your partner of some (if not 
many) years is in a position to provide you with 
health care coverage through his or her 
employer. The carrier that pays for you sends 
the required fees, or portion thereof, directly to 
the government so the two of you, as a couple, 
are covered. Sounds great, doesn’t it? Not if 
you live in Alberta. 


For years, the Alberta government-specifi- 
cally Alberta Health—has refused to collect 
monies from health care carriers that cover 
same-sex partners, preferring instead to bill for 
the common-law spouse as an individual. Keith 
| Purdy and Rick Kennedy are just one of several 
) couples challenging what some might call “The 
Alberta Disadvantage”. 


“This case will be precedent-setting,’ Purdy 
says of the challenge. “Delwin Vriend was the first and there have been other Court of 
Queen’s Bench rulings; this is the one piece of legislation that many people have acted on and 
filed complaints. This is not the first [of those], but it’s the first major case that’s going to create 
major change.’ 


Purdy and Kennedy’s case was brought forward as part of an amalgamated effort of 
thirteen complainants, similar to a class-action suit, spearheaded by the Alberta Human Rights 
Commission in 2001. Purdy, however, has not paid Alberta Health premiums since he filed the 
complaint because he was covered through Kennedy's employer, the Calgary Regional Health 
Authority. 


“They have come after me through collection agencies and by as many means as the 


Alberta government has at its disposal to collect these funds. | had to personally contact my 
MLA and he had to ask the minister of health to rescind the collection order; Purdy says. “If 
we lose this case, we're on the hook for whatever premiums are owed, and some of these go 
back to 1992—which is a substantial amount of money.” 


The Alberta Human Rights commission, after researching the issue in other provinces 
across Canada, is acting on behalf of the group in order to end the discrimination. If successful, 
the outcome of the case could affect eighty-six different pieces of legislation pertaining to 
family law. Coincidentally, The Family Law Reform Project is also slated for debate in the 
Alberta Legislature this fall. 


On October 2, the commission took part in a tribunal regarding the umbrella complaint, 
and the government's chair panel had thirty days to respond. Therefore, November 2nd could 
be a significant date in provincial history for the gay and lesbian community. 


“The chair recommendation is binding on the government,’ Purdy says, hopefully. “It’s 
possible that they'll ask for an extension, although we're not expecting it. This is the end 
provincially. The government has the legal right to appeal the decision and then our option is 
to make it a [federal] Supreme Court case.” 


Although this case is important to Purdy on a personal level, he also recognizes the signif- 
icance it plays in the stature of the Alberta Human Rights Commission. “This is also about 
them being able to enforce their jurisdiction on this issue,” he says. “A lot of times in the past, 
cases have come up and chairs of these particular cases have not given the Human Rights 
Commission the jurisdiction to actually change legislation.” 


Ironically, the Alberta Human Rights Commission, which is handling the legal costs of the 
challenge, is a government entity, as is Alberta Health. In effect, the provincial government is 
spending an incredible amount of money on what is essentially infighting between depart- 
ments. The absurdity of the situation is not lost on Purdy: 


“The Alberta government could have taken the ‘cheap’ route and alter the definition of 
spouse or created another designation for a same-sex spouse, whatever. They could spend, 
perhaps, $100,000 and change that particular bit of legislation, which would’ve had an impact 
on everything else. With the amount of literature that we alone have received, this is likely a 
multi-multi-multi-million dollar case!” 


It is unclear at this point how things will play out for the thirteen complainants and the 
Alberta Human Rights Commission; however, suffice to say, until some kind of acceptable 
resolution is found, the health care situation for same-sex couples is in an unhealthy state, 
indeed. W
